We’re Prepared 


(Noir: Below is the second of a srries of discussions on 
the Continental Air Defense Command and how 
It operates

Should the men of the Kremlin impetuously 
and insanely decide to take a Quick crack at the 
U.S.A. with an A-bomb, what do we do about it? 
Retaliatory measures, to be sure. 


But what about jerking the fuse on that first, 
awful, brilliant flash to prevent its tragic reflection 
with all of its grim finality in the first place? 


It is no academic question* 


It is neither flossy nor unrealistic. 


It is the question considered 24 hours a day by 
the Continental Air Defense Command, the nation's 
youngest military organization known as CON AD 
whose components are the Air Force, the A r m y and 
the Navy and all of their air defensive might.

We hope the world will never have to discover 
whether the Continental Air Defense Command has 
the infallible answer. 
But GONAD is preparing for any eventuality. 
Its jo b is to protect America and ber 170,000,- 


OOO 
people from possible air assault from any 
quarter. 
It is well on the road to perfecting a 10.000- 
mile, 12-mile high fence of radar, supersonic planes, 
Texas towers, ocean-going ships, submarines, and 
blimps around the North American continent.

Its mission is a four-phased one. Detection, iden­ 
tification, interception and destruction of any and 
all enemy aircraft. 


After two hours at CONAD’s combat operations 
center in Colorado Springs one day last week we 
have a comfortable feeling that chances for suc­ 
cess of a quick Russian A-bomb crack at America 
would be much worse than even. 


Military Would Mobilize 


From an enclosed observation booth high in 
the back of this huge, darkened theater-like " n erv e 
center” of the nation’s air defense system, we watch­ 
ed plotting and evaluation of air defense informa­ 
tion on a three-story-high, dimly illuminated plexi­ 
glas surveillance board. 


A half dozen teams of highly skilled, excellent­ 
ly trained officers and men are at duty around the 
clock, no overtime pay asked, none expected. They 
are committed to the idea that service to safe­ 
guarding the Stars and Stripes is in itself highest 
possible reward.

At this center all air defense information from 
regional centers and from isolated radar sites, pick­ 
ets vessels in the Atlantic and Pacific, Texas towers 
and other sources is received, recorded, studied, 
evaluated. 


We learned and saw how, should an enemy 
plane succeed in breaking a hole in that 12-mile-high 
fence, GONAD combat center would know about it 
in minutes. 


And we perceived how that, in event of such a 
breakthrough, in a matter of minutes the nation's 
military might would be mobilized for destroying 
the intruder. 


Delta 
Dagger Glamour Girl 


Detection would be the first step. 
GONADS complex and far-flung radar system 
is geared for detection. 


Indentification would be the next, and then even 
interception. The air forces at CONAD’s command 
make a daily routine of detection, identification and, 
occasionally, interception for inspection of suspicious 
plants. 


Destruction of an enemy interloper would be the 
last phase of the four-way mission. 


The Continental Air Defense Command has the 
tools for all jobs. The tools are becoming increas­ 
ingly better.

You’ll be hearing more about “ Delta Dagger” . 


This is the new Convair F-102A delta-wing 
supersonic interceptor, key weapon of the Air Force 
Air Defense Command, and the latest member of 
CONAD’s family of defense weapons. 


Tin* “ Delta Dagger” is the glamour girl of the 
air fleet. She packs quite a wallop. The “ Dagger” is 
about the size of a World War II medium bomber 
and carries Falcon guided missiles and folding-fin, 
air-to-air rockets. 


The pilot at the controls of a “Dagger" uses 
electronic “eyes” to locate a hostile plane by night 
or day. With an electronic brain, this amazing delta- 
wing plane can intercept an invader and destroy it 
before the bomber can reach its target. It has been 
termed the "electronic box" of the air. 


It is the fastest, most powerful, most manemer- 
able interceptor-fighter in the skies, is already roll-

Brownell, who is attending the 
A m erican Bar Association m eeting 
in

capital,

E isenhow er adm inistration found 
that crim inal law s were not being 
enforced in .several i m p o r t a n t 
areas, including labor ra ck e te er­ 
ing, when it ca m e into power in 
1952. the Tim es said. 
Brownell said that since he took 
over from T ru m a n 's att o rn ey g e n ­ 
eral, Ja m e s P. M cG ranery, there 
have been m ore than 200 prosecu­ 
tion- ol labor racketeers. He sa i d 
there was a g reat need for reform 
in crim inal procedure and 
p re­ 
dicted th at there would be m ore 
p r o g r es s in reform in the next 
decade than in any com parable 
period in the past.
